dissatisfied with the Book Ex- 
i change and they do not buy and 
1 sell their books through Ihe Ex- 
change because they know they 
i will not get satisfaction. This has 
been the case for most students. 
The maximum of red lape and run 
around and the minimum of satis- 
faction. There is very little that I 
can do now to soothe the wounds 
of this and prior years. Wc can, 
however, reorganize and complet- 
ely alter the system of handling 
books to facilitate Ihc effective 
funciioning of the Exchange and 
this is what I have attempted to 
do. 

To go into at length the new 
system of handling books in the 
Exchange would be of little inter- 
est to the average student. The 
reorganization was achieved by the 
passing of a new constitution by 
the S.E.C, and a summary of this 
can be found below. I would, how- 
ever, like to summarize briefly 
some of the more important points: 
Open Once a Fortnight 

The Exchange shall bc open one 
day every two weeks between 
11.30 a.m. and 1.30 p.m. up 



of each year and every student 
submitting thcin will bc required 
to file a self-addressed envelope. 
In the second week the exchange 
will bc open for the sale of the 
books. Envelopes arc to bc return- 
ed after this containing cither a 
cheque or a notice that the books 
remain unsold at the Exchange. 
The Exchange will remain open 
for a further week for the return 
or unsold books. 

A service charge of 25c will bc 
le vied on each book sold and 10c 
on unsold volumes. 

For students who miss this initial 
period of trade the Exchange will 
bc open one day every fortnight. 
After March 15th all books un- 
claimed become the property of the 
Exchange. 

It Is hoped that by this reor- 
ganization of the handling system 
the confusion of former years will 
bc eliminated. 



vened to thank members of the 
executive and council for attend- 
ance.

Miss Beresford-Howc also spoke 
of the "Forffc", and said that the

Overcoming "Inferiority Complex" 

Talking about Canada and Cana- 
dian Literature, Mi&s Beresford- 
Howc spoke on our national infer- 
iority complex, but said that Cana- 
dians are now possessing "a certain 
feeling quite new to them— one of 
self-confidence, which is a good 
thing. We have a great deal of pres- 
tige outside Canada, but we have 
lo do more to earn it." She also 
feels that there should bc no need 
to leave this country lo gain fame. 

She spoke of Hugh McLennan as 
a novelist who is going to bring 
credit to us all, as his books are 
getting better and better. The 
Canadians, although they will not 
knock themselves out in supporting 
a person who speaks for them, are 
nevertheless pleased when someone 
speaks. 

Concluding the interview Miss 
Beresford-Howe said she considers 
women well suited to the Held of 
the novel, as they are more sensi- 
tive and patient In their observa- 
tions than men. They are also very 
close to certain things such as 'birth 
and death. Her opinion is that, "If 
a woman can express herself and 
think clearly of these things, she 
has the basis of a good novej. To- 
day some of the best novels have 
been written by women, because 
women arc less shy about coming 
out with what they have ito say." 



Vets Executive 
Meets at Union 
For Enrollment 

The executive meeting of the Stu- 
dent Veterans' Society will take 
place in the Union Ballroom tomor- 
row afternoon, 30lh November, at 
5.15 p.m. Stressing the importance 
of a vote that shall be truly repre- 
sentative of all McGills Vets, the 
existing Executive has urged as 
large as possible a turnout at to- 
morrow's meeting, with even those 
who do not expect to bc able to 
attend routine, meetings later on 
making a special effort to attend. 

Commencing half an hour before 
the meeting, new and former mem- 
bers may be enrolled and will bc 
Issued with their current member- 
ship cards 'on payment of Ihe an- 
nual fee of 25 cents. Those vets who 
paid their fees at the October meet- 
ing but did not receive cards may 
do so at this time upon identifying 
themselves. 

In answer to the calls for ad- 
vance nominations which appeared 
in The Daily last week and the 
week before, no new names were 
received. Of the existing Executive, 
the President, Wyndham A. Stro- 
ver; the Vice-President, J. Peter 
Kohl; the Director of Housing, J, 
David Lcdoux; and the Treasurer. 
Rcrnard Rubenstein, have been 
nominated and have indicated their 
willingness to continue in office if 
re-elected; the retiring Public 
Relations Officer. Al Finley, does 
not wish to continue for medical 
reasons, while the former Secre- 
tary, Sue Ketchum, has left McGill. 
Further nominations for all six 
positions will be called from the 
floor of the meeting. 

REVISE QUORUM 

Other business before the meet- 
ing will be McGill's representation 
at the Fourth National Conference 
of Student Veterans being held at 
Queen's University, Kingston, in a 
month's time and consideration of a 
further amendment to the constitu- 
tion with regard to the quorum of 
200 which was introduced last year. 
It is proposed to introduce a mo- 
tion which would retain for the 
Annual Election Meeting of the 
Society a quorum of "200 or fifty 
per cent of the Membership, which- 
ever is the lesser," but would re- 
duce the quorum .for routine meet- 
ings through the year to 100 or 
some similar basis. The Executive 
have stated that such a change 
seems indicated by the experience 
of Ihe past year, during which the 
200 figure was not once reached at 
routine meetings, with the result 
that all decisions had to bc taken 
at Executive Meetings instead of 
being settled at legally constituted 
General Meetings in the normal 
manner.

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NEW DEAL IN BOOKS 



Perhaps the most critical problem facing 
students activity administrators is the yearly 
break in leadership in their organizations. The 
ascension of new presidents, chairmen and ex- 
ecutive types is often accompanied by the loss of 
valuable experience. Current problems grow and 
sometimes overwhelm the successors. 

The result is reduction in efficiency and 
hence in the services of the organization. 

A prime example is this year's book ex- 
change. The new co-ordinator was swamped with 
a totally confused organization, and it was only 
by virtue of a little luck and n great deal of 
plain hard work that he was able to present 
the limited services that were available. 

But, unlike too many leaders, lie was not sa- 
tisfied to merely make the best of a bad situa- 
tion and then pass the buck to his successor. 

Once the bulk of his immediate responsibil- 



ities were dispensed, he set about to re-organize 
the Hook Exchange that it might better serve 
its function next year. 

Recognizing the peculiarities inherent in any 
group that changes leadership every year, he has 
set up a new system, and assured permanence by 
incorporating this in a constitution filed with 
the Students Executive Council. 

It would be absurd to suggest that by doing 
this he has solved forever the problems of the 
Book Exchange. But if his successor follows up 
this lead, and then amends it on the basis of his 
experience next year, then we can have a pro- 
gressively more efficient organization— provid- 
ing progressively better service. 

Continual improvement is the responsibility 
of every campus group leader. By reviving this 
tradition in his organization, the co-ordinator of 
the Book Exchange has rendered a great service 
to the campus community. F. C.

They should be classed as unfortunate ones 
rather than undesirables for, according to com 
potent psyclu'atrists, they are the victims of a 
slight, but disastrous moral instability which has 
actually been traced, in many cases, to 6uch 
causes as improper diet and other equally basic 
origins. 

Having read this article, you must realize 
that it is within your power to save the individ- 
uals, the University, and society, from the con- 
sequences of this new threat to Canadian youth.

Vichy Revisited 

To the Editor, 
McGlll Daily. 
Dear Sir, 

Some weeks ago all of Canada 
was stirred and cngered by the 
news that the Canadian Govern- 
ment had permitted four Vlchyltes, 
men who had collaborated with the 
Germans, to be admitted Into Can- 
ada. These men who had been con- 
victed as war criminals in their 
own country obtained false cre- 
dentials entered Canada by illegal 
channels and were allowed to re- 
main by a special Order In Coun- 
cil passed by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. 

At the same time, stowaways 
and refugees from other countries, 
who also arrived by illegal chan- 
nels, were immediately Interned 
and later sent back to their coun- 
try of departure. 

The allowing of these Vlchyltes 
Into Canada Is an insult to the 
Canadian people. It also indicates 
a dangerous element of compla- 



cency of the possible recrudescence 
of Fascism and Nazism, so recently 
destroyed, in the mind of the lead- 
ers of our country. 

A fev days ago, heaped on top 
of this Insult to the people of Can- 
ada, one of these Vlchyltes, Dr. 
Monte], received an appointment as 
Surgeon In chief of a Sorel Hos- 
pital. It Is not clear who Is respons- 
ible or how he obtained this post. 
The result however is that he hns 
displaced a Canadian Doctor who 
might have received the appoint- 
ment. 

None will object to the appoint- 
ment of the more qualified man to 
any post. But In this instance the 
fact that Dr. Montel was a German 
Collaborator and entered Canada 
illegally, should be grounds enough 
to think twice before an appoint- 
ment is made. 

Canada must not become the re- 
fuge of war criminals who are try- 
ing to escape punishment for their 
crimes. If Canada believes that 
justice must prevail. It wilt not al- 



low these men lo enter Canada, let 
alone displacing honest Canadians 
from available positions. 

Students must be on the alert to 
see that collaborators and traitors 
are not permitted to remain in 
Canada. For if they were traitors 
in their own country they can be- 
have in a similar way in Canada. 

Many doctors and medical stu- 
dents, branches of the Canadfan 
Lelgon in Quebec City, the Grand 
Orange Lodge and numerous trade 
unions, the Sir George Williams 
Veterans' Society, to name a few, 
have already protested these injus- 
tices and have called for an Inves- 
tigation and deportation of these 
Vlchyltes. 

In the next few weeks the whole 
Issue of Dr. Montel and the Vlchy- 
ltes will be raised before the Med- 
ical Society at McGlll, so that med- 
ical students may be able to clear- 
ly express themselves on this ques- 
tion.

Music This Week I

Before commencing the review 
of the Samson Francois recital this 
reviewer would like to state thnt 
it was Impossible to approach the 
performance objectively. The pub- 
licity releases In advance of his 
recital, which must have had M. 
Francois" approval before being 
released to the newspapers, were 
sufficient to prejudice any sane 
individual against his playing be- 
fore ho had even started. 

Certainly those people who 
bought tickets /or a piano recital 
were not the least bit interested 
In whether M. Francois had a "me- 
dieval look in his eyes" or if none 
knew yet "what he will wear for 
his recital here". Advertising In 
such poor taste is not furthering 
the cause of art. 

As for • curiosity seekers their 
place is certainly not In the con- 
cert hall. 

From The first moment he 
strode on stage it was evident that 
this Samson, strangely reminiscent 
of "Gorgeous George," had not as 
yet met his Delilah. 

The recital opened with a Bach 
Chorale in G minor arranged for 
piano by Busoni. This was per- 
formed with such admirable re- 
straint and tonal beauty that every- 
one sat back to enjoy the rest of 
the recital. 

However, In the next work on 
the program, the Beethoven Sona- 
ta "Appassionata" he clearly show- 
ed his limitations as a musician 
and a performer. After a few 
momenths of his antics it was nec- 
essary to close both eyes to be 
able to hear the music — but one 
soon found it much less painful 
to watch than to listen. 

The first movement of the "Ap- 
passionata" was one long rubato. 
The soft passages were slow and 
nicely turned, tho loud ones fast 
and banged out. This was charac- 
teristic of all his playing. When- 
ever he had a soft passage his play- 
ing was competent and more than 
acceptable but whenever he play- 
ed louder than mezzo-forte, there 
was banging, pounding and noise. 

Then, too, Mr. Francois' ama- 
teurish method of pedaling was tot- 
ally unwarranted. He often slam- 
med his foot down on tho pedals 
with a resounding slap that could 
be heard above the music at tho 
back of the hall. 

The slow movement of the sonata 
was taken at a much too leisurely 
pace— so much so that the contin- 
uity of the music was lost. As for 
the last movement, it has been

As for the statistics on the game they 
showed little difference from last week's figures. In fact the Rcdmen 
sank exactly the same number of baskets against the Guards as they 
did against Clarkson. In the foul shot department the team showed a 

decided improvement, however^ 

there is still lots of room for im- 
provement. One other improvement 
was noticed over last week in that 
the team were able to work the ball 
in and take their shots from a clos- 
er distance, and, while they didn't 
sink too many of these, it Is en- 
couraging to note that they can at 
least get the ball in close. 

LOTS OF SHOTS 
The Redmen tried a total of 70 
shots all evening, 14 more than they 
had against Clarkson. They sank 
20 of these or 25 per cent of the 
total. Against Clarkson they also 
sank 20, for 30 per cent of the total, 
in other words they show a drop of 
5 per cent over last week's sharp- 
shooting. Breaking down the shots 
into long and short, we find that 
33 or 42 per cent were from a dis- 
tance while the remaining 58 per 
cent or 46 were from close in. Of 
the 33 long shots, the team sank 8, 
the same number as they sank 
against Clarkson. However in the 
first game they tried 36 long shots, 
so this week's percentage was 
better by 2 percentago points. This 
week's short shot percentage was 
however quite low as compared to 
that of the first game. This time the 
Redmcn made only 26 per cent of 
46 shots tried while against Clark- 
son they made 42 per cent of the 
29 shots they attempted. On the 
whole the 12 short shots they made 
comprised 60 per cent of the total 
shots made. McGlll made 9 out of 
15 three throws which works out to 



last week and obtained some In- 
teresting statistics. For Instance 
It was calculated that the hope- 
fuls for the boxing team have 
gone about 562.5 miles during 
their roadwork over a period of 
15 training days. Tills works out 
to about 37.5 miles per night. 
Taking the average turnout at a 
training session to be 30, one of 
thé largest in years, we find that 
ea'ch man does approximately 
1.25 miles a night. If condition 
counts for anything, and we 
know It does, Boxing coach Milt 
Orr, the reigning 147-pound in- 
tercollegiate champ, will have 
a well-condlttoned squad to send 
Into the fray against the best that 
Toronto and Queen's have to of- 
fer. For those who might be In- 
terested, McGlll can boast of 4 
Intercollegiate champs: Griff 
Marshall, who holds the 133- 
pound title; Johnny Hecney, 
who wears the 140-pound crown; 
Milt Orr and Frank Creeghan, 
who won the 165-pound cham- 
pionship In a thrilling battle last 
year, as he literally came off the 
floor to K O. his opponent.

To discover what various people 
on the campus think about college 
spirit here, and what might be done 
to improve it, i went to various 
people on the campus and asked 
them the following questions: 

1. What do you think of the spirit 
now in existence on the campus? 

2. Why is it bad (or good) in your 
opinion? 

X What do you think might be 
done to improve it? 

4. What do you think of the Mart- 
let plan for improving it? 

I first interviewed Vic Obcck, the 
athletics coach. He showed that 
perhaps 15-20% of the students here 
have what we might call campus 
spirit. He said that students here 
must contribute to the welfare and 
esprit de corps on the campus and 
not be merely parasites on McGill. 
When asked what he thought about 
the Martlets as a means for improv- 
ing the spirit here, he stated that 
the divided attentions here should 
be correlated. To draw a com- 
parison, he showed that in the ser- 
vices, nothing could have been ac- 
complished had there not been 
some co-ordination.

I next interviewed Ray Charton. 

white Society, chairman nf the 
Freshmen Committee, and execu- 
tive of the Winter Carnival. 

He said there was some spirit 
here at the university, but that 
most of it was in the fraternities. 
When asked what might be done to 
improve the spirit here, he said 
that giving a list of all activities 
and societies to Freshmen upon 
arriving here, and winning some 
games would improve it. He 
thought that the basic plan of the 
Martlets was excellent, but un- 
fortunately it was not too practical. 

Bob Patterson was approached 
next. He seemed to think that one 
of the reasons why there has not 
been too much spirit was because 
of the cosmopolitan setup here. He 
thought that the building of the 
new Union and gym would im- 
prove the spirit to some extent. 
He said that unfortunately people 
here do not have a feeling of "be- 
longing" to McGill. He thought, 
however, that the Martlets, or any 
other such organization would be 
less effective than a diversified 
aim. 

Anonymous Comments 
Many other people who prefer- 
red not to have their names pub- 
lished thought that the spirit at 
McGill was not very good, and that 
this was due to the fact that there 
wrc many selfish interests on this 
campus, but little co-ordination. 
Most thought that the basic idea of 
the Martlets was good, but many 
thought that It seemed to them to 
be overlapping the S.E.C. and the 
Red and White Society. Many of 
those people I interviewed thought 
that the Martlets were trying to 
take control of the campus. 
To those people who have 

doubts of the honesty and sincerity 
of those trying to effect the Martlet 
society, I can only say that as far 

as I know they arc very sincere. 

They have no selfish interests at 

heart, and all working for it because 
they think that the club might be 

the one organization that would 

leave aside selfish interests and 

political bickering for the benefit 

of all students at the university. 

Spirit can only be achieved by j 
Individual participation, or a feel- 
ing of such, since at the present 
time small "cliques" of individuals 
are depended upon to do all work 
of organizations. Mr. Nycste, one 
of the organizers of the Martlets, 
feels that a Committee such as the 
Martlets, under the supervision of 
the Students Executive Council, 
would provide the best means by 
Which common good would be ac- 
complishcd with a common aim. 
Greater Coordination Wanted 

To those people that feel that the 
Martlets would take control of the 
Campus, the tentative organization 
of it would make this impossible, 
for the executive would be com- 
posed of the executive of present 

existing societies. Thus "cliques" 
tending to gain something for them- 
selves would have a hard time, for 
they could only do so with the 
consent of the majority of the exe- 
cutive of the Martlets. Thus every- 
thing would be coordinated for the 
common good of all and our great 
university. 

That diversity of effort yields 
poor results is shown by the poli- 
tical bickering between the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council and the 
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Students' Athletic Council over the 
question of funds for the band. We 
have at the present time political 
football; this should not be. Harri- 
son Jones, the leader of the band, 
is sent back and forth from the 
SEC and the SAC trying to get the 
funds, but jvithout success. Co- 
ordination nf effort and aim 
would remove this bickering. As 
Mr. Cy Bicgler has said, there has 
been no attempt to unify things 
around this campus. 

Sincere Intentions 
When something has to be done, 
people must bring help from their 
personal friends instead of going 
to a centralized committee with 
the organization for providing help, 
as the Martlets would be. The 
Martlets will not control the Win- 
ter Carnival and other functions, 
but they will provide the organiza- 
tion to bring about the optimum 
benefit for all concerned. 

The intentions of the Martlets arc 
thus shown to he sincere. The peo- 
ple ask nothing for themselves. 
They merely wish to sec a belter 
social structure at McGill that will 
make them proud of their univer- 
sity, and not let their spirit be 
ridiculed by prnplc within anil 
without. Let us show that we have 
spirit here at the university. Let us 
show that we can have better things 
for the benefit of all students. The 
Martlets are the iocicly for you the 
students. Support its aim. Sec to it 
that you support it, for it is for 
your benefit. The society is not re 
volutionary; it would be under the 
Students Executive Society. Its only 
wish is to centralize efforts on the 
campus and thus coordinate diver 
sificd aims now in existence.
